the matter of selling Havre de Grace 
before the stockholders, the vote was 
^helmingly in favor of the sale. Of some 
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7,600 shares represented out of 8,000 outstand¬ 
ing, almost 7,500 were voted in favor of the 
deal and already the bank handling the deal has 
enough certificates turned in to it to assure the 
transaction going through as scheduled. 

Havre de Grace stockholders were offered 
$225 per share for stock which had a current 
market value of approximately a hundred dol¬ 
lars less, so financially the deal looked like a 
good one. Then, too, the problem of operating at 
the track on the banks of the Susquehanna had 
become increasingly tough. Garden State opposi¬ 
tion made it impossible to run a full 25 days 
there and Pimlico, which previously had offer^ 
Havre the use of its facilities to complete its 
quota of dates, no longer was willing to do so 
at terms which would have meant a profit to 
Havre de Grace. 

However, for the purpose of the 1951 racing 
schedule, Havre de Grace plans to operate as a 
corporation but has asked the Racing Commis¬ 
sion for permission to run its dates at the other 
tracks. A tentative schedule starting March 23 at 
Laurel was drawn up and agreed upon by the 
track managements prior to the trouble at 
Bowie. Whether the dates will still be run as 
originally setup or just how the problem will 
be handled, is one of the important matters still 
held in abeyance. 

Not long after the Havre de Grace sale, came 
another astounding piece of news for those who 
follow the sport in the Old Line State. A re¬ 
organization at Pimlico was announced, with 
Henry A. Parr, 3rd, president of the track, 
handing in his resignation to be succeeded by 
Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, who previously 
had been president of Havre de Grace. 

Parr’s letter of resignation follows: 

"I have been a director and treasurer of the Mary 
land Jockey Club since December 6, 1937, and presi¬ 
dent since June 8, 1942. During that time, extensions 
were made to the little club house, betting facilities, 
stalls and the large club house, and the old track 
replaced by a good, completely new, racing strip. 
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"It was soon apparent that Pimlico was extremely 
limited. Laurel was acquired by the Maryland Jockey 
Club and an effort was made to consolidate the two 
plants. When this move failed, Laurel was sold, to¬ 
gether with Timonium, in order to liquidate our 
assets and make certain improvements at Pimlico. 

"In 1946, the $75,000 a year tax to Baltimore 
County was removed and in the following year the 
land on which Pimlico stands was purchased. 

"Recently, a one-half interest in Havre de Grace 
was bought, which should give the Maryland Jockey 
Club sorely needed additional racing days, 

"At one time during World War II, all of the 
states’ major racing was conducted by the Pimlico 
management at Pimlico. 

"At the time I assumed the position of treasurer 
of the Maryland Jockey Club, the club had an ac¬ 
cumulated deficit of $11,362. On November 30, 1950, 
the club had an accumulated surplus of $1,722,000. 

"In view of the foregoing circumstances, I believe 
that the Maryland Jockey Club is in a good position 
for its future development and I, therefore, tender my 
resignation as president, treasurer and director.” 

However there is no denying that Parr’s de¬ 
parture from Pimlico was far from a routine 
matter. All sorts of rumors make the rounds 
wherever racing is discussed. Parr, aside from 
his official statement said nothing. Nobody else, 
in official position, was willing to be quoted on 
reasons for the switch. 

The Pimlico board of directors was drastically 
reduced from 15 to 8 members and among the 
new policies announced was one whereby full 
time employes of the association could not be 
members of the directorate. This eliminated 
John O. Needles, Secretary, and David F. Woods, 
Publicity Director, who previously had been 
members of the board. 

Those who will direct the destinies of Pimlico 
under the new setup are General Reckord, Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt, John D. Schapiro, C. E. 
Tuttle, Vaughn Flannery, Matt L. Daiger, Janon 
Fisher, Jr., and Dr. Walter Wickes. Fisher, who 
has been a member of Pimlico’s board for a num¬ 
ber of years except for the period during which 
George P. Mahoney was chairman of the Rac¬ 
ing Commission, was further honored by being 
elected Vice-President and Treasurer of the 
Maryland Jockey Club. 

The new board also announced that Needles 
would remain as Secretary of the club and 
Woods was to remain as Publicity Director. 

The Bowie split, first appeared to be one of 
those factional disputes which had marked the 
operation of that track for years. An election 
was scheduled and first John W. Farrell, presi¬ 
dent of the track, along with one group of stock¬ 
holders, obtained an injunction to prevent the 
meeting. Later the court amended the injunction 
to permit the election but giving all parties the 
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right to contest the results in court. 

When the election was held, Farrell was de¬ 
posed as president and that office went to Mrs. 
Josephine O’Hara, daughter-in-law of the late 
Jim O’Hara, who with Gadsden Bryan founded 
the track, and widow of his son. 

Frank Small, Jr., a member of the Maryland 
Racing Commission for many years, was elected 
First Vice-President of the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners during the recent 
convention in Miami. This puts the Marylander 
in line for the presidency at the next annual 
meeting which probably will be held in San 
Francisco. Small is the Republican member of 
the Commission which includes H. Courtenay 
Jenifer and Wilbur Dulin, Democrats. Small is 
the veteran commissioner of the U. S. in point 
of years of service. 

John D. Schapiro, president of Laurel and 
Joseph T. Cascarella, secretary-treasurer of that 
organization, made a flying trip to Hialeah dur¬ 
ing the month, after which it was announced 
that Charles J. McLennan would again serve as 
Racing Secretary and W. Riggs Mahony would 
again be Mutuel Manager at Laurel for the com¬ 
ing meeting. 

Both are serving in similar posts at Hialeah 
and both return to posts they held at Laurel 
when it was operated by the Maryland Jockey 
Club. It is expected that the pair will also serve 
in similar capacities at Pimlico. 

Most of the reaction to the disposition of 
Havre de Grace and the running of longer 
meetings at the other tracks, was favorable. 
Horsemen were inclined to think that the added 
days would give the tracks more facilities to 
offer stakes and purse programs which would 
enable them to attract better horses and thus 
meet the competition of neighboring Jersey 
ovals.

Preakness Draws 64 Entries 


The 75th running of the Preakness Stakes, 
center jewel of the Triple Crown, has been set 
Saturday, May 19, at Pimlico Race Course. 
The current list of 64 eligibles is headed by 
George D. Widener’s Battlefield, two-year-old 
champion of 1950, and Greentree Stables Big 
Stretch. 


The race, which originally closed for nomi- 
r^ations in September, 1949 for yearlings at that 
^^me, has an added value of $50,000, but should 
8foss in the neighborhood of $80,000 due to the 
Various eligibility payments plus the starting 
ces and the fees of a half-dozen supplementary 
dominations at $1500 per nomination. 

. The list of eligibles has one notable absentee 
in the form of Uncle Miltie, top weight at 126 
^nnds in John B. Campbell’s Experimental 
^ndicap. However, Battlefield and Big Stretch 
P^ss Uncle Miltie closely at 124 pounds each, 
he third most important entry on the basis of 
Experimental weights is S. B. Mason’s To 
Market at 121, followed by Mrs. Sarah Choir’s 


Lord Putnam weighted at 119 in Campbell’s esti¬ 
mation. All horses in the Preakness carry 126 
pounds with the exception of fillies which re¬ 
ceive a five-pound weight allowance. In this 
regard, only one filly was nominated for the 
Preakness and this was Belair Stud’s Vulcania, 
second in the Demoiselle and the Selima last fall 
to Duval Headley’s champion two-year-old filly. 
Aunt Jinny. 

Battlefield easily stands out on the basis of 
two-year-old performances which included vic¬ 
tories in the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes, The Youth¬ 
ful Stakes, The Tremont Stakes, The Sapling 
Stakes, The Saratoga Special, The Hopeful 
Stakes, and The Belmont Futurity. Big Stretch 
was an impressive second to Battlefield in the 
Belmont Futurity and a very impressive win in 
the Pimlico Futurity over an extended distance 
of a mile and a sixteenth, twice suffering inter¬ 
ference in that event. 

A Pimlico Futurity victory has often been a 
fore-runner of victory in the Preakness. In recent 
years, Capot and Citation topped off Pimlico 
Futurity triumphs with Preakness triumphs the

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following year. Calumet Farm, with a record 
of four Preakness victories, has only one current 
eligible, and that is Replete, a son of Pensive, 
winner of the Preakness in 1944. 

Other prominent candidates include Brownell 
Coomb’s Bern wood; King Ranch’s Black Doug¬ 
las and Mazinga, full brother to Assault, winner 
of the Preakness for King Ranch in 1946; L. S. 
McPhail’s General Staff, third in the Pimlico 
Futurity to Big Stretch; A. G. Vanderbilt’s Good 
Loser; C. V. Whitney’s Mameluke; Woodvale 
Farm’s Away Away; and Sam E. Wilson’s Bugle- 
drums. 

The Pimlico Spring Meeting of 1951 is tenta¬ 
tively scheduled to open on May 10th. Supple¬ 
mentary entries to the Preakness close on Mon¬ 
day, April l6th. The remainder of the Spring 
stake schedule for the Pimlico meeting, which 
will include the Dixie, and possibly other re¬ 
newals, will be announced later.

Social Security Status 

Breeders, owners and trainers are reminded 
that they and their employees are now covered 
under the Social Security Act Amendments of 
1950. The new act, as approved, specifically 
covers the liability of the owners and trainers 
of Thoroughbreds and other related aspects of 
the Thoroughbred business, including the oper¬ 
ation of breeding farms, with the inclusion of 
all parties engaged in such an enterprise. 

The new amendments include coverage for 
the self-employed, such as trainers and owners, 
as well as grooms, stable-hands and other em¬ 
ployees connected with breeding, training and 
other general work. It is advisable for all parties 
who operate breeding farms or racing stables 
to apply to the nearest office of the Collector of 
Internal Revenue and obtain an employer’s reg¬ 
istration number. 

All employees, including the owner and train¬ 
er, of a stable or a breeding farm, are liable for 
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payment of Social Security taxes up to and in¬ 
cluding $3,600 of the initial wages paid or the 
money earned during a 12-month period. 

Employers must file a quarterly report on Form 
SSI A on which must be listed the Social Security 
number of each employee and the name of each 
employee. The employer is cautioned to make 
sure the number and the spelling of the em¬ 
ployee’s name coincides with that on the Social 
Security card in order to avoid undue corre¬ 
spondence with the government. 

The present rate of the tax is IVi per cent 
paid by the employee, plus IV 2 per cent paid 
by the employer, or a total of 3 per cent on all 
earnings up to and including the first $3,600 
during the 12-month period. 

If you or your employees do not have a Social 
Security number it is important that one im¬ 
mediately be acquired from the Social Security 
Department at the nearest Federal Courthouse. 

Returns must be filed in April, July, October 
and January for the previous quarter. Tax due 
on employees is payable every three months, 
when quarterly returns are filed. Taxes of the 
self-employed, such as an owner or trainer, are 
due at the time of the filing of the quarterly 
return for the last quarter of the year. 

For those who are not familiar with the bene¬ 
fits that can be derived from the Social Security 
Act it is suggested that they write to the nearest 
SSD office for literature explaining the Act.

The North End Stables which have been the 
home over the years of many show champions 
such as Apple Jack, Smacko, Gray Lark, Sky’s 
Shadow, Lady Jack, Sir Pennard, and many more 
have been moved. Formerly located at l6th 
Street and East-West Highway, the business has 
been moved out on the Columbia Pike, near 
Burtonsville, Maryland. It will be renamed North 
Wind Stable. 

The North End Stables show was customarily 
the opening event of the Metropolitan area’s 
horse shows every season. 

The same group of boarders who made their 
home at North End are now enjoying new quar¬ 
ters at North Wind. Among these are Miss Joan 
Ostrow’s newly acquired Lady Alex; Claude W.

Racing's Needs 

As a feature of its recently published Stallion 
^ssue that widely read sporting weekly The 
^hronicle interviewed the Maryland breeder L. 
h. (Larry) MacPhail at his Glenangus Farm, near 
^^1 Air. It was the thought that his experiences 
^ an assistant to Judge Patterson and General

.^ar II might have given Mr. MacPhail some

The master of Glenangus provided the jour¬ 
nal with a copy of a memorandum prepared by

The MacPhail approach to any problem has

ducted by gentlemen of questionable ethics whose 
motives are entirely mercenary. The fact that gambling 
is a necessary adjunct to racing—(and unnecessary in 
other sports ) puts racing on a ’’spot” and it will re¬ 
main on a ”spot” until it justifies its existence in 
spite of evils more or less attendant upon its operation. 
This is a problem that calls for good public relations 
—something that racing has never had and apparently 
does not consider essential to its well being. 

The "uninformed” should be supplied with perti¬ 
nent facts about the breeding, owning and racing of 
horses and the operation of Race Tracks. The average 
citizen, congressman, and governmental executive has 
little conception of the magnitude of the investment 
in breeding establishments, racing stables and tracks— 
little knowledge of the number and type of people 
employed in the horse business—little appreciation 
of the dollars and cents contributed to various worth¬ 
while projects, and to help balance local, state and 
federal budgets. 

On the other hand, the public is kept well informed 
as to the activities of gangsters and hoodlums who 
are attracted to the Turf—permitted to remain—and 
even allowed to muscle their way into different phases 
of its operations. If ever a business needed both a 
housecleaning and a decent public relations job, it is 
racing. And racing is about the only business in the 
country representing an investment of billions of 
dollars not efficiently organized to do the job on a 
national basis. As long as this situation is allowed to 
exist racing has only itself to blame—for the "dis¬ 
crimination” for which we are all to complain. 

It is true that racing was suspended by Executive 
Order for a period of six months in 1945. Here again 
the cry of "discrimination” is not entirely justified. 
Racing itself was mainly responsible for an unfortu¬ 
nate and unnecessary order, which brought undue 
hardship to almost everyone connected with the busi¬ 
ness. 

A race track located in a critical labor area and im¬ 
mediately surrounded by numerous essential war plants 
insisted upon continuing its operations despite strong 
community and governmental appeals, and as a re¬ 
sult seriously complicated a transportation situation 
already acute. This situation furnished the background 
for an unfortunate and hastily considered order to sus¬ 
pend—which did discriminate against Racing. The 
order would never have been issued, in my opinion, 
if a small minority had not given evidence of unwill¬ 
ingness to cooperate voluntarily. Fortunately the tracks 
are better organized and another mistake of this mag¬ 
nitude probably will not occur again. 

Any sport is about as good as it insists on being. 
We don’t need a political lobby in Washington. We 
do need to look ourselves over—give intelligent con¬ 
sideration to our problems—quit procrastinating—and 
try to solve at least a few of them. 1 believe that some 
of the problems which will certainly confront us if 
the present emergency becomes more critical, em¬ 
phasize the need for a National Board for Racing. 

I do not believe the tracks alone are entitled—or 
are in the best position—to represent all phases of 
the horse business. TRA does not purport to represent 
anyone except the tracks. The Breeders Association 
can speak only for the breeders. The HBPA is com¬ 
posed of horsemen. Certainly all problems of na¬ 
tional scope such as licensing, night racing, coopera¬ 
tion with the war effort, etc., which might even threat¬ 
en racing’s well-being in the future, need to be con¬ 
sidered by some responsible group on which not only 
the tracks but the breeders, owners, trainers and others 
active in racing are represented. 
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The tracks naturally insist on running their own 
business and Racing Commissions do not have the 
power to delegate authority. But no delegations of au¬ 
thority or legal sanctions are necessary to permit a 
National Board to function and accomplish objective. 
Neither would a properly constituted Board encroach 
upon the prerogative of the Jockey Club, TRA, or 
Breeders and Horsemen’s Associations. It would, how¬ 
ever, assist in coordinating viewpoints and worthwhile 
activities and it would provide a form where national 
problems could be considered on a national basis by a 
group truly representative of all phases of the horse 
business. The operation of the Registry Division of 
The Jockey Club is indicative of what can be accom¬ 
plished by voluntary cooperation. The weight of pub¬ 
lic opinion in racing circles would influence commis¬ 
sions, tracks, and the various other organizations to 
give such a National Board a full measure of sup¬ 
port. Such a Board would, in my opinion, contribute 
towards accomplishing the following desirable results: 

1. Coordination and activation of the public rela¬ 
tions job now being neglected by the track, horse¬ 
men, and breeders’ associations. 

2. Plans and programs upon a national basis to 
insure the greatest possible contribution to a war 
effort if and when needed. 

3. A national licensing office to eliminate overlai>- 
ping and duplication and help keep undesirables 
out of racing. 

4. Constructive and active assistance in securing uni¬ 
form legislation in the various states in which 
racing is conducted and relief from discrimina¬ 
tion through excessive taxation.

Citation got rid of the jinx about doubling the 
Futurity and the Kentucky Derby, and he was 
also the first horse to win the Derby Trial and 
the Derby. Aside from the Toboggan-Metropoli¬ 
tan-Suburban combination, there aren’t many 
significant combinations which haven’t been 
achieved. However, nobody yet has doubled the 
World Series and the Kentucky Derby, and while 
I wouldn’t predict that this is going to happen, 
the possibility is there with a chance. I’m a 
thought hazy on this, but I seem to recall that 
the late Colonel Jacob Ruppert had a chance 
to do this, with the same ball team. Before he 
owned the Yankees, he bought a yearling for 
something like $30,000, and named it Santiago. 
If memory serves, the horse ran once, in the 
Futurity, and finished last. ’Tf memory serves,” 
in the average story, is a free translation of, ”I 
have just gone and looked it up in the book,” 
but these notes are written at Hialeah, where 
there isn’t any book to look it up in, and it is 
possible that slight errors have crept into the 
story. Horace Stoneham, father of the present 
owner of the Giants, could have brought off this 
double, too, because he had horses, and in fact 
a race track, at one time. Only he didn’t. 

The 1951 chance at the combination, as you 
must have suspected, is Larry MacPhail, who 
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sold out his interest in the Yankees just after 
the team had won the World Series of 1947, and 
now has in hand a three-year-old named General 
Staff, which is a Flamingo candidate and will be 
put in the Kentucky Derby and the other classic 
races. 

MacPhail’s connection with racing has been 
brief, beginning with the purchase of four mares 
from Alfred Vanderbilt less than four years ago, 
but up to here it has been quite successful. His 
horses have won a reasonable number of races, 
and his yearlings sold remarkably well at Sara¬ 
toga last summer. He is the sort of person who 
makes things happen, whether they want ro or 
not, and while I would hardly rate General Staff 
among the top Derby prospects at the moment, 
I am not going to climb out on any limb as I 
did with Your Host last year. 

The colt is by *Mahmoud-*Uvira II, by Umid- 
war. The late E. F. Woodward imported the 
mare, which had won the Irish Oaks, but after 
his death she passed through the hands of Henry 
Knight and C. C. Tanner for whom she had her 
foal of 1944, which turned out to be the stakes 
winner Colonel O F. Tanner sold *Uvira to 
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late Crispin Oglebay. She was then bred to 
Mahmoud, and the result of this mating was 
Obedient, a winner, but not of much class. The 
next year, to the cover of *Bull Dog, she pro¬ 
duced Noble Impulse, a good stakes horse which 
looked a good deal like winning the. Preakness 
nntil Capot had leveled down to work on him. 
If she had a foal of 1947 I didn’t know about 
but in 1948 she produced a second foal by 
Mahmoud, and this is General Staff. After Mr. 
Dglebay’s death his horses were dispersed, and 
MacPhail went to $25,000 to get this one in the 
Ruction sale of the horses in training and year¬ 
lings at Pimlico.

MacPhail has only one real failure in his rec¬ 
ord—he tried, if you remember, to kidnap the 
Kaiser out of Holland after the first World War 
and missed.

Taking both last season’s form and this year’s 
performance, the most likely Flamingo nominee 
I’ve seen race at Hialeah is Cain Hoy Stable’s 
Battle Morn, a son of * Blenheim II and the 
Matron Stakes winner Good Morning. He won 
the Grand Union Hotel Stakes last year, and 
placed in several other stakes, including a second 
in the Hopeful. In his first start here he was 
second, fairly well beaten, behind Count Turf, 
but not much was done with him early and he 
raced wide into the stretch. His second attempt 
was in a six-furlong allowance race in which he 
did not have much to beat, but he had top weight 
and he got off slowly. There was mud, this time, 
and it takes a fair sort of horse to come on while 
he is being plastered. But when Battle Morn 
started, from next to last place, there wasn’t much 
doubt of the issue. He didn’t go up with a sharp 
rush—he just started running a little faster than 
the other horses and he kept it up to the finish, 
winning by four lengths, very easily. What he 
did wasn’t so much, but the way he did it im¬ 
pressed me a good deal. 


The fastest youngster on the grounds is Rus¬ 
sell Firestone’s Brookridge, which got over three 
furlongs in :32 4/5, best time of the meeting. 
He’s by Brookfield, which used to race for Harry 
Isaacs’ Brookfield Farms until he went wrong in 
the spring of 1948 and was put in the stud, and is 
apparently the first winner from what must be a 
small first crop of foals. 

"I think maybe he got scared,” was the com¬ 
ment of his trainer, Sherrill Ward, after Brook¬ 
ridge had won. The plan is to scare him again, 
maybe in the Hialeah Juvenile Stkaes.

Marylander Visits Michigan 

By Joseph Whitney Shirley, Jr. 

I have just returned from a very enjoyable 
few days at Michigan State College, East Lan¬ 
sing, Michigan, attending the Annual Farmers’ 
Week and especially the Horse Day held on 
Tuesday, January 30th. On telling the Editor 
of The Maryland Horse of my intention to 
make this trip, he suggested that it might be 
interesting if I would write the impressions of 
my Michigan horse visit for the readers of the 
magazine. On inquiring of him what pay I could 
expect he replied, "Nothing, of course." So in 
writing this report I have decided to make an 
effort to give him his money’s worth. 

During my whole stay at Lansing, the tempera¬ 
ture ranged between 11 and 15 degrees below 
zero. No one out there seemed to pay the slightest 
attention to the cold, so taking my cue from the 
hardy middle westerners, I didn’t either and found 
that extreme cold weather can be very enjoyable. 

On first arriving I had some time on my hands 
so visited the Horse Shoeing School—Michigan 
is the only College in the United States with such 
a course. It is in charge of John MacAllan, who 
has been at M.A.C. nearly thirty years and came 
from Scotland originally. Mr. MacAllan judged 
Clydesdales, Belgians and the interbreed gelding 
show at the past International Livestock Show 
and has long been recognized as an all around 
draft horse judge. The horseshoeing course takes 
eight weeks and can only accommodate 14 stu¬ 
dents at one time. Naturally there is a large wait¬ 
ing list from all over the country. Each student 
has his own forge and anvil assigned to him; 
when class is over it is his duty to clean and 
put in order his area of operations. Even the 
leather blacksmith apron has to be folded in a 
special way and hung over the anvil. In the 
early stages of the instruction, the student is not 
allowed to work on a live horse. Hooves obtained 
from rendering plants are fastened to swinging 
metal bars about the height of a horse’s foot 
when raised. The students place these between 
their knees while working on them to learn the 
proper position to take when a live horse is 
substituted for the model. 

Horse Day was Tuesday, January 30th. The 
program opened with a Colt Development Show. 
All entries were coming 2-year-olds. There were

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classes for Belgians, Percherons and Clydesdales. 
This was judged by Professor R. S. Hudson, 
formerly head of the Michigan State College 
Horse Department. A feature of the morning was 
a Pulling Contest between three select closely 
matched heavyweight teams weighing between 
4300 and 4500 pounds. This contest was won by 
Duane Clark of Oxford, Michigan, with his 12- 
year-old team of white Percherons. I was very 
much impressed by the good horsemanship shown 
by the drivers. TTieir quiet manner and expert 
handling was conducive to good pulling. 

At 1:00 P.M. the Block and Bridle students 
staged a calf cutting demonstration. The students 
were mounted on pure bred Arab horses, a gift 
to the College from the famous Kellogg Arabian 
Stud, of Pomona, California. The College is con¬ 
ducting an extensive Arab breeding program. 
Following this. Meadow Brook Farms, of 
Rochester, Michigan, displayed their Six-Horse 
Belgian Hitch, which has won at all the major 
shows including the Canadian Royal in 1950. The 
team was very smartly driven by Harold Clark. 

The World Champion Heavyweight Pulling 
Team of Fowler Brothers, weighing 5300 pounds 
was exhibited, also their old team. State and 
World Champions. They have pulled longer than 
any other pair, are still a top team even though 
twenty years old. Their presence did much to 
do away with any feeling on the part of those 
that don’t know it is harmful to pull a horse. 
Fowler’s team did some pulling but not against 
the three teams selected for the feature contest. 
There’s a strong possibility that these champion 
teams will pull at the Timonium Fair this year. 

1 attended the Michigan Horse Breeders’ Meet¬ 
ing and the meeting of the Michigan Dyna- 
monetre Association of which A1 Vanderlaan is 
President. Al, if you remember, handled the 
Pulling Contests at Timonium last September 
—and an expert job he did. The President of 
the Michigan Horse Breeders’ Association is 
Sherman Read, of Kalamazoo. The arena where 


these horse events were staged was constantly 
filled to capacity—about 3500 people. 

At the Horsemen’s Banquet that evening our 
movie "The Maryland Horse’’ was shown. It was 
very well received. It had been shown to the 
Animal Husbandry Classes and is to be shown 
at the Block and Bridle Meeting the end of the 
week. 

Harry Moxley, Extension Specialist in Animal 
Husbandry of Michigan State College had charge 
of all the horse programs. 

We pride ourselves on our Maryland hos¬ 
pitality but we certainly have nothing on Michi¬ 
gan. I wish to take this public opportunity to 
thank all my friends out there for the wonderful 
time they gave me.

Rosecroft Program 

Raceway will this year revert to its 
of strictly overnight races. Be- 
^rotti*^^ its third meet May 18, the popular

Nation’s Capital in Oxon Hill, Md., will stage 
eight races nightly. 

Plans for the 1951 meet were announced by 
Colonel Cornelius C. Jadwin, who will be serv¬ 
ing his second season as General Manager.

$1,000. Each week there will be a two-year-old 
trot and pace which will be suited to the needs 
of the horses on the grounds. 

Stable applications must be in the hands of 
Rosecroft officials by March 1st. Horsemen have 
been requested to write for stable application 
blanks giving all information desired. Rosecroft s 
mile and half mile ovals will be available for 
training purposes about April 15th, or possibly 
earlier, the management stated.

Rosecroft is the first link in the Maryland 
circuit of eighty nights of racing. The Rosecroft 
meeting will be followed by Laurel Raceway, 
Baltimore Raceway, and Ocean Downs at Ocean 
City, Md. 

Norris Addresses Harness 
Horsemen 

The Maryland Racing Commission would be 
augmented by a separate harness-racing govern¬ 
ing body if House Bill 96 meets with its ex¬ 
pected success, George R. Norris president of 
the Inter-State Harness Horsemen s Association, 
told approximately 75 harness horse owners and 
trainers at a dinner of the association recently at 
Smyrna, Del. 

He also reported that efforts would be made 
to extend the length of meetings at Maryland’s 
four harness tracks from 20 to 25 days. 

Norris has long been an important figure in 
Republican politics and was a member of the 
Maryland Racing Commission when the late 
Harry Nice was governor. 

Undoubtedly feeling new strength now that 
Maryland has a Republican governor, Norris 
spoke as if the proposed harness commission 


were already a reality. 

”I could,” he said, ’’point out the men in this 
room here tonight who will serve on the new 
commission.” 

Norris made it plain that he has no grievance 
against the present racing commission but added 
that that body was set up to govern the Thor¬ 
oughbred sport and ’’has enough to do just watch¬ 
ing over the runners.” 

”We want,” he continued, ”a commission that 
understands our problems. The present commis¬ 
sion thinks we are all-right fellows, but that’s 
about all they do think of us. We’re all right, 
and that’s that.” 

Following Norris’s talk to members of the 
Interstate Association, the group unaninx)usly 
approved a resolution by Wilfred T. McQuaii 
secretary-terasurer of the organization. The reso¬ 
lution called for a separate harness racing com¬ 
mission to ’’regulate and supervise the conduct 
of harness racing at parimutuel tracks in Mary¬ 
land.” 

The resolution was the first of five to be 
adopted by the organization. The others were: 

1. That the United States Trotting Association be 
called upon to amend its rule prohibiting strike action 
at a harness track, and that a board of arbitration be 
established by the U.S.T.A. until such amendment 
becomes effective.

^^ach Q ? dozen mares, and only Sagamore, Holly 
^ntiportan ’ Galley and one or two others had any 
in the Thoroughbred industry. There were, 


perhaps, some thirty Thoroughbred stallions in the 
state at that time, and there were very few of these 
which were owned by professional horsemen. 

It was agreed that sentiment could well be the 
deciding factor in the question of whether a state 
progressed in the Thoroughbred breeding industry 
or not. It was then thought, and the writer is even 
more convinced today than he was twenty years ago, 
that where a breeder keeps Thoroughbreds as an 
avocation rather than a vocation, or where sentiment 
can outweigh good business judgment without hurt¬ 
ing the owner’s pocket book too much, such a man 
is less likely to breed good horses consistently than 
if the reverse is the case. 

I am not referring to such breeders as Alfred Van¬ 
derbilt, Calumet Farm, Col. E. R. Bradley, the Wid- 
eners or the Whitneys and their like, who are obvious¬ 
ly able to buy the best in bloodstock and generally 
speaking retire only good stock to the stud. It is 
the sentimentalist who insists on breeding to his home¬ 
bred pet which happened to win the Derby at the 
local County Fair, or which was "cut out for a good 
horse,” but never proved his worth, that is the danger¬ 
ous factor in the field. Just because Ultimus never 
raced but was a great speed sire, some breeders insist 
that the same rule will make all horses potential sires. 

Consider, if you will please, the lists of stallions 
in this issue of The Chronicle, studying the roster and 
guessing at the possible number of mares each state 
may have. A cold analysis of the racing class, pedi¬ 
gree and individuality of the group in any one state

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will prove that the majority by far are anything but 
likely to sire first class stock, Uncle Miltie to the con¬ 
trary, notwithstanding. Anyone who studies the record 
will see that the tendency of most sires is to breed 
stock not so good as themselves, rather than the re¬ 
verse. It is often said that the proof of a good sire 
is one which outbreeds himself; but how many do it.^ 

Here are some interesting figures gleaned from the 
registration office of The Jockey Club and from the 
columns of The Blood-Horse, that invaluable aid to 
the student of the Thoroughbred. Volume XIX of 
the Stud Book (foals of 1942, 3, 4, and 5) listed 
13,370 mares. Volume XX, carrying through 1949, 
will show something like a 30 per cent increase, or 
about 18,000 mares. It is amazing to learn that there 
are generally between 2,500 and 3,000 stallions repre¬ 
sented in each of the annual supplements to the Stud 
Book. In cold figures this means that the average 
foals per sire registered is about 3. Taking the gen¬ 
erally accepted figure of a 60 per cent national foal 
crop, one arrives at the conclusion that the average 
number of mares covered is not more than five for 
each sire. 

More instructive figures are available dealing with 
the relationship of production and the average price 
brought by the yearlings that go through the various 
sales rings. When they are considered it is not sur¬ 
prising to learn that not more than one in four brings 
more money than it cost the breeder to put the year¬ 
ling in the sales ring. In other words, at least 70 per 
cent of the yearlings sold in 1950 represented a loss 
to their breeders. 


Studying the following pertinent data: 1944 showed 
a foal crop of approximately 5,800, the average of 
the sales group of these being $5,146. 1945’s 6,600 
foals showed an average of $5,908, an increase of 
about $800 a head in those sold. There were some 
7,700 foals of 1946, with an average of $4,184, show¬ 
ing about an $1,800 drop in the sales group. The 
8,500 foals of 1947 showed an average drop of about 
$500, the figure being $3,624. The foal crop of 1948 
rose by only 100, with the sale average dropping ^ 
further $800, those of the 8,600 to go through the 
ring fetching $2,834 apiece. There was a further nu¬ 
merical gain in the foals of 1948, the figure standing 
at 8,700. To the amazement of everyone concerned, 
the 1700 odd sold during 1950 showing an increase 
of about $100 a head, the average being $2,944. 

The 1950 increase, the first since overproduction 
started showing its inevitable results, was not reflected 
in either the top or bottom brackets, but rather in 
the intermediate group, which can generally be count¬ 
ed on to show the best return on the buyer s invest¬ 
ment. Unquestionably, the business increase and gen¬ 
eral upturn in income was reflected in the buying 
last fall, in spite of the unsettled world conditions. 
Faith in the sound position of racing and breeding is 
well demonstrated here. To return to our figures, the 
close of 1950 showed better than 8,600 foals already 
registered for the year. It is the expectation of the 
Registrar’s office that a total of close to 9,000 may 
be reached, a truly staggering figure. 

Perhaps we have digressed from our consideration 
of the stallion picture, but there are lessons to be

Among Selalbeda's winners in 1950 was the stakes winner Tilenny, winner of the Tomasello Handicap 
at Suffolk Downs and the Rhode Island Handicap at Narragansett Park.

December 21. To the Fair Boards "Ice 
House” office at Towson this morning for a 
meeting of members of the group interested in 
safeguarding the dwindling income of the Fair 
Board, the Agriculture Conference. 

December 27. Directors of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association met in Timonium’s 
Administration Building to discuss proposed 
legislation likely to come up at the Legislature 
next month. As usual, the group voted unani¬ 
mously against night racing or extension of the 
racing season in any fashion. Larry MacPhail 
acquainted the body with the current attitude 
towards sports in Washington. 

January 3. With Larry MacPhail I drove 
over near Shawan to have a look at a handsome 
half-sister to those good horses Buckskin and 
Becomly that Dr. John Gadd has on his farm 
there. The doctor is building new quarters on 
the property and expects to move there from 
Towson this spring. 

January 5. Flew up to New York last 
night to attend to a number of matters of busi¬ 
ness. First was a visit to The Jockey Club to 
take care of registration details on a couple of 
Maryland-breds, then to the annual meeting of 
the American Horse Shows Association, where 
the biggest crowd ever was on hand to hear 
President Van Sinderer. Then to the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Company’s office and so home. 

January 8 . Had a busy day, commencing 
with the Maryland Stockmen’s meeting this 
morning, then a lunch with Joe Shirley, Ike 
Shepherd and the group interested in the pulling 
contests at Timonium and elsewhere through¬ 
out the state, then home and to a meeting to¬ 
night of the directors of the Maryland Hunter 
Show, which it was voted to abandon. 

January 9. To College Park, stopping on 
the way back to visit Timonium’s President 
Emeritus, Matt L. Daiger, currently recuperating 
from an eye operation. To Baltimore this eve¬ 
ning for a meeting of the Half-Mile Track Asso¬ 
ciation, at the Lord Baltimore, this being fol¬ 
lowed by attendance at the Farm Bureau’s an¬ 
nual banquet, which was a very inte.resting 
affair with an excellent speaker on hand. 

January 12. The Annual Meeting of the 
Association of Maryland Horse Shows was heltl 
tonight at the Park Plaza Hotel, a goodly crowtl 
being on hand for the occasion. The affair was 
a lengthy one, with much controversial matter 
up for discussion.
